After the 
war, the -Democratic party in Congress, 
voted more solidly than did the Republi­ 
cans, to pay the interest on the bonds rn 
coin. 
The Republicans rather wavered on 
that point, regarding it a serious question 
whether or not the interest should be paid 
in legal tender greenbacks or in hard mon* 
ey. 
But the Democrats were so indited 
with pride founded on the “good old Dem­ 
ocratic idea of sound m oney/' that almost 
to a man, they voted to pay the interest of 
the vast bonded debt in gold. 
But that is 
not all. “ Pointing with pride” to the rec­ 
ord ol the party on financial questions, 
they went a sU;p further. Up to 1867, they 
steadily opposed the greenbacks, and early 
began lo look about for a road to resum p- 
tio n . 
Mind you. this was long before the 
Republicans dare think of resuming spe­ 
cie payments. 
McCulloch was Johnson’s

President Hayes delivered the following 
inleirsticg speech on 
the 
Slate Fair 
Grounds on Tuesday afternoon, September 
IO: 


L a d ie s a n d F e l l o w C itiz e n s —I would 
like In opening the few rem arks I have to 
make this afternoon, if I felt that I could 
safely do so. to undertake to catalogue the 
various advantages and attractions pos­ 
sessed by Wisconsin and the city of Madi­ 
son. But we have seen so many and heard 
of so many others we have not seen, that 
the catalogue would be unreasonably long. 
I assure you, however, that all who are 
traveling with me. if I may judge Irom tho 
expressing I have heard, are sufficiently 
impressed by the very great advantages of 
your g n a t State, and with the superior 
attractions of your beautiful Capitol City. 
We know something of the benevolent 
institutions of your Blate—so honorable to 
its people. We can see this prosperous and 
I growing University ami the beginning ai 
I an observatory there as we are told, thanks 
to the enlightened liberally of a citizen. 
General W ashburn, who has the good for­ 
tune, as well as the wisdom, to see that his 
public benefactions arc properly distribut­ 
ed in ins lifetime:—and I might go ou with 
this—this beautiful Fair Ground, not sur- 
pissed, perhaps, anywhere. 
As yet, we 
have not visited the Fair, so I may not 
speak of its attractions. 
Altogether, how ­ 
ev er Governor of Wisconsin, Mayor of 
Madison, President of the Agricultural So­ 
ciety, we thank you tor your Invitation to 
visit you, aud for the generous hospitality 
and welcome that lias greeted us. 
When I 
started upon this visit to the North western 
States, to be present as I knew I should be, 
at several Agricultural and some of the 
Mechanical Fairs ol this part of the United 
Stales, institutions established In the inter­ 
ests of the material prosperity ut the coun­ 
try, it occurred to me that, if it were pos­ 
sible, I ought to try to say something that 
should advance aud promote the material 
prosperity of the country, not expecting, 
not even hoping, that much r mid be d me 
by any words ol mine ; but it did occur to 
me that, atter the five years of business 
stagnation and depression throughout the 
country, the time had come when words of 
encouragement,to give increased confidence 
to those who already have confidence and a 
greater hope to those who already are 
bopef j!, would be fitting and proper. 
Now, my friends, on this general subject 
my occupations have naturally led me to 
consider the condition of the Government 
and ol the but dens which, by reason of the 
Government, rest upon the capital, the 
business, and the labor of the country ; and 
It I could demonstrate to the people ut these 
states that, notwithstanding the depression 
of the times, these burdens 
haveoe<n 
made 


interest that shall be paid by the govern­ 
ment of the United 
States influences, I 
might almost say regulates, the interest 
that you are to pay. 
If the Government 
pays seven and three-tenths per cent, w ith 
such securities as Government bonds, none 
of you can get it for any less. 
N ay it will 
be ten, twelve or fourteen for the citizen; 
and when we get it down to four, that 
brings it down for every citizen borrow­ 
ing money in the United States. 
[A p- 
prause. ] In short, 
A GOOD NATIONAL CREDIT 
means a good credit for the individual. 
Lower rates of interest for the Govern­ 
ment mean lower rates of interest for btxsi- 
ness men everywhere. 
Bot again, in ref­ 
erence to this debt, only 6eyen years ago, 
in 1871, it was ascertained, as near as such 
a fact cm be ascertained, that our bonds 
owned abroad, amounted to irom $8.0,- 
000,000 to $1,000,000,000. 
That we were 
paying from fifty to sixty millions of dol­ 
lars a year to go across the water, and 
now we have ascertained in the same way 
that those bonds have been coming back 
under the changed balance ot trade, until 
to-day there is owned abroad only from 
$200,000,000 to $300,000,000. 
Instead of 
sending abroad each year $50,000,000 or 
*00,000,000, we now send abroad only 
irom $12,000,000 to $15,000,000. 
Now, 
that is the debt, greatly diminished, owned 
at home instead of abroad. 
Well, take tax 
anon. 
When the war ended, the first year 
of peace our taxes were $483,000.000 for 
nation ii purposes. 
Custom duties 
and 
internal 
revenue 
duties 
amounted 
to $188,000,000. To-day the amount to 
$240,000,000, an improvement of almost 
$250,000,000 in the taxes that burden the 
capital anu labor of the country: expendi­ 
tures the same, a diminution almost equal­ 
ly as great; and this decrease ha9 
gone 
straight on during the period of the panic. 
Well now take the other side. 
We have 
less debt, we have less taxes, we have 
greatly im pro fed currency and exports 
aud imports. 
Let us look at these two 
thing*1, just for a moment. 
Our currency 
thirteen years ago—bank note paper aud 
greenbacks—amounted to 9ix or seven 
nun.Ired millions of dollars. 
It amounts to 
abaut that now. 
But then each dollar was 
worth OO cents. 
To-day each dollar is 
worth UU}2 o rb b 'j 
cents. 
[Applause.! 
Then our six or seven hundred m il­ 
lions of dollars was worth only about $500,* 
000,000. 
To day it is worth about six or 
seven hundred millions of dollars. 
But 
better thau that: 
Then our currency was 
fickle, aud it fluctuated in value from day 
to day. We had Black Fridays, days when 
it 
went 
up; 
and 
then 
we 
had 
other 
days 
when 
it 
went 
down; 
and 
now what effect had that upon 
the plain people of the country—the pro­ 
ducers and laborers, the middlemen, the 
men who buy and sell—do it, lf they have 
good seuse, tor profit I 
They understand 
very well that this 
fickle standard of val­ 
ue may be against them. 
They may buy 
at one price aixl sell at another, but the 
currency may vary to make it 
against 
tnern. Therefore they put o b enough profit 
tor the purchaser and laborer to pay to 
make up for the shifting standard ot the 
value ol currency, and at last the laborer 
of the country and the producer of the 
couu’ry pay tor the fickleness at the stand­ 
ard. 
Now how is it r 
We have bought 
the greenback, the National bank note, 
and a1! kinds ot paper money to within a 
hilt to a quarter ot a cent of the value ol 
gold ana silver, aud there it sticks, steady, 
as the

a useful thing ; aud I therefore invite you 
to attend for a rn ament upon a course of 
remark which I pursued at St. Paul aud at 
Minneapolis, and to which I shall add 
something not add there, bearing upon the 
general proposition that tilt re hts been 
great improvement ana great progress in 
lifting burdens from the people in the last 
thirteen yoftrs, and especially rn the live 
years since the p&nic ; and 1 1 doing this, 
my friends, do not misunderstand m e—I 
am not here even to refer to what has been 
done in that way during the short period 
of the Administration which was inaugur­ 
ated in March, 1377. The most of what 
has been done I think of in connection 
with such names as Mr. Hugh McCall ooh, 
Secretary of the Treasury in Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son’s time, aud Gov. Barnwell, the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury in Gen. G rant’s time. 
When the w a rd ated, It left us with many 
grave questions pressing for consideration 
and decision, and perhaps none more grave 
or difficult than that about the debt. 
The 
debt, as ascertained, was $2,757,000,000, 
aud that in a country that had known al­ 
most no national debt at all, and the actual 
debt was more than that, lor we owed to 
the soldiers that had not been piid ; we 
owed tor Quartermaster and commissary 
stores, and the actual debt was not less 
than $3,000,000j000 thirteen years ago to­ 
day. 
Worse than th a i; ail nations in war 
are compelled to borrow, and they are com­ 
pelled Lo borrow at such rates as the men 
who have money to lend choose to ask. 
Our burden of interest on that debt was 
over $150,000,000 a year. 
For interest 
alone, we were payiog in 1805, atter peace, 
double the expenses of the government in 
any year oi peace prior to tho rebellion. 
Well, now .how are we ? Fortunately, 
Secretary McCulloch did not regard a na­ 
tional debt as a national blessing, and he 
adopted (be policy of 


REDUCING THE DEBT, 
thereby strengthening the credit of the 
nation and in m at way enabling us t j get 
our money at lower rates of interest, to re­ 
fund the debt on belier terms. Now, 
among the wise men of the country, 
through m e press and upon the platform 
there were a nutn*>er who told the people 
that that debt would never be paid — 
the great nations never paid their war 
debts: that it would be like the debts of 
England and France—a burden upon us 
and our posterity 
for all generations. 
Hugh McCulloch and the people of the 
United States were fortunately wiser than 
that. They believed that the debt could 
be 
honestly 
paid 
according 
to its 
spirit and the letter of the obligations cre­ 
ating it, and tbey weot lo work, and from 
that day to .th is every year has seen a m a­ 
terial reduction of the debt; and to-day, 
instead of $3,000,000,000. it is only about 
$2,000.000,000—nearly one-third paid off 
in thirteen years 
[Applause] 
By reason 
of improved credit, the interest of the debt 
has been changed until to-day, it 19 only 
$75,000,000 a year, instead oi $150,000,000. 
More than a third of the interest has been 
cut off. It we were to put Into a .sinking 
fund to-day at four per cent Interest, the 
reduction of the rate of interest, it would 
pay the whole debt ta less than tw enty- 
five years. B ut that is not all. 
Every 
man in this community is noton’y relieved 
somewhat of the burden of that great debt, 
but all engaged in business, who have to 
borrow money, understand that the rate of

Are now od the threshold. And now, toy 
friends, this is the picture. May I talk a 
little of my own convictions as to remedies 
that are proposed tor these bard times. 
[Applaute and cries “(Jo on ! go on !" j I 
do not like to miogle in mere partisan dis 
elusions and I do not propose to.'but I have 
some friends who tell me, and very good 
friends too—as I heard at my home—that 
after all our trouble ta that 
OL K CURRENCY 
is not cheap enough and that it will not 
stay at home. It goes abroad, and there­ 
fore they tell me that they want a currency 
that is so cheap that ii is better for us than 
that costly currency, gold and silver, and 
of such quality that it will not go away. 
I Laughter.] Now I say that that is a very 
desiraUaquality in curreocv. 
Von have 
all found it so. if you can keep* it, it is a 
good thing. Let us talk a'bout that a little, j 
First, the cheapness of the currency. They 
tell mc what they wish is this: The I nit* 
ed States ought to say (the speaker holding 
ap a piece oi paper the size of a dollar 
bill,) ‘'This is One Dollar anywhere la the 
United States, by act of Congress’ —a piece 
of paper about the size of that, probably. 
“Of course, we do not want to counterfeit 
it." I am afraid it would not be a great 
while after it was issued that nobody would 
want to counterfeit it. [Laughter] But, 
that in order that it should be a9 good as 
possible, we would print it on good paper 
—the people are accustomed to good pa­ 
per ; they would have it look like a nation 
a1 bank note, or a greenback—good type, 
good looking pictures on it, good engraving. 
And now what does it cost ? They say 
they want a cheap currency. 
What does 
that "dollar” cost ? About this size the 
paper would be (Indicating). Now, ii it is 
a gold dollar, or a silver full dollar, we 
know what it costs ; and that is. it costs, 
take the world over, about a day a work ; 
that is what it costs . it costs about a bushel j 
of wheat; that is what each dollar costs j 
But now what does the new cuireucy I 
cost, each dollar ? 
Why, they tell me it 1 
coats rather ’et* than a cent : that piece ol j 
paper,all pictured off nicely, ready for 
currency, costs about acini. Now that 
, 
a good operation. To make it out oi gold 
or silver, It will cost us a bushel of wheat, j 
or a day's work, but there it costs only the j 
one-hundredth part of a d<*y's work, or oi j 
a bushel of a neat. I bat is a good optru 
j 
Hoi*. "We will do that ; we will do that. ' 
Bot stop! Is that best ? Let us see. 
Why, ltd m’t cost any more to make that 
"tw odollars ' than “one dollar.” [Laugh- 
U t - ] 
I oen. were we not a little hasty only to 
make ll " o n e We will make it "two," 
and it still costs only a cent. Now. my 
friends don’t you see that we made only 
ninety-Aine cents on it before; now we 
make a dollar and nloety-nine cents ? But 
if we woald undertake to make two dollars 
out of gold and stiver, it would take two 
dAys’ work or two bushels of wheat. But 
•top ; are we right ? Why, It is just as 
cheap lo make that "tea dollars." Let us 
make it ten dollars then, and make nine 
dollars and ninety-nine cents rn the opera­ 
tion. Instead ol paying for it ten days' 
work or ten bushels of wheat, we will 
giyA just exactly the one hundredth part !
